Attention will be particularly paid to 
city property and they will at once en ­ 
ter into negotiations with tho county 
auditor. 
In the city alone th e re is ap­ 
proximately SKX),OOO of delinquent tax, 
and in many instances tho property 
owners are abundantly able to pay their 
taxes. 
T h e purpose of the syndicate is 
to eradicate the element t h a t do not or 
will not pay taxes on their property, 
th u s burdening those who do pay taxes 
with even greater am ounts than they 
should pay for the su p p ort an d main- 
tainance of tho city, county, and state 
governments.

fit. Petersburg, Nov. 10.—This city 
was in a furor of excitem ent all day 
and late Intr' the night over the news 
of the mutiny at Cronstadt. Every one 
of Hit* exaggerated reports of the affair 
received credence in many quarters 
and half the inhabitants of the capital 
believed that the mutiny was success­ 
ful; that the troops sent from here had 
joined the revolt; that the entire gar­ 
rison at St. Petersburg would follow 
suit and that the town of Cronstadt 
hud been burned to the ground, to­ 
gether with the surrounding forts. 
The place was represented as being 
In the hands of 8,000 sailors, who had 
murdered their officers, seized the ar­ 
senal and bombarded the imperial pal­ 
ace at Peterhof, across the bay. Butch­ 
ery was said to have prevailed In the 
streets all day and rumors even went 
to the extent of saying that Father 
John of Cronstadt had left the bed on 
which he was supposed to be dying to 
lead the mutineers. 
Many 
of 
the 
sensational 
reports 
were, of course, entirely false, but suf­ 
ficient details have been received to 
prove that about J,OOO sailors and a 
battalion of artillerists from one of the* 
forts indulged in a mutiny, which was 
only put down by about 7,000 Cossacks 
and troops of the imperial guard hasti­ 
ly dispatched from St. Petersburg and 
from the garrisons near Peterhof and 
that 


Machine Guns Had to Se Employed. 


Before the arrival of the troops the 
sailors, many of whom were drunk 
on liquor plundered from the spirit 
shops, had set fire to the market and 
several groups of houses. 
About 200 
sailors were still holding out at mid­ 
night and, although these are expected 
to surrender soon, the authorities be­ 
came so alarmed that the Paul regi­ 
ment of the guard was dispatched to 
Cronstadt. 
The 
governor 
of 
Cron­ 
stadt telegraphed the general staff at 
midnight that the mutiny had been 
crushed; that there was no likelihood 
of a renewal of the riot; that reports 
to the effect that members 
of the 
guard had joined the mutineers were 
false and there was no truth in the 
reports that the mutineers had seized 
the arsenal and forts. 
At this critical juncture there is no 
attempt made in government circles 
to minimize the seriousness 
of the 
mutiny, and 
it is admitted that lf a 
battery of arrilleryists joined the sail­ 
ors in open revolt the mutinous spirit 
must have been contagious. 
It is also 
admitted that while the Cossacks and 
the guards s*tood the severe test of 
shooting upon their fellows in another 
branch of the service there is a fear 
that the mutiny will have a bad effect 
upon the morale of the troops, which 
already has been badly shaken by the 
revolutionary propaganda.

Washington, Nov. IO.— Simon Wolf, 
former president of the B'nai B’rith, 
has sent the following appeal to Pres­ 
ident Roosevelt:

States—The man that sidetracked pre­ 
cedents by ending the coal strike, that 
conjured peace between Russia and 
Japan and who has in a hundred ways 
showed 
marvelous 
versatility 
and 
courage, can he not take the initiative 
and bring about concert of action to 
stem the cruelties in Russia? 
“ How long is this ghastly, fiendish 
holocaust to continue?" 
Mr. Wolf is now heading a move­ 
ment to raise funds for the relief of 
the stricken Jews iii Russia pending 
any action that may be taken by the 
United Stales or other nations of the 
world. 
Ile points out that 25,000 Jews 
have been killed and
